Multi-millionaire  Lord  Thomson 
at  71  is  owner  of  125  newspapers 
and  105  magazines  in  Great 
Britain,  United  States,  Ireland, 
Canada  and  Africa,  many  radio 
and  TV  stations,  book  companies, 
and  travel  firms.

Dolls”  had  indeed  gone  “beyond’ 
decency  have  gained  temporary 
support  in  legal  actions  taken 
against  the  film  last  Friday. 

A complaint  was  presented 
Friday  morning  by  Provo  City 
Attorney,  Glen  J.  Ellis,  to  Fourth 
District  Court  Judge,  Joseph  E. 
Nelson,  in  which  Ellis  stated  that 
the  film  which  was  playing  at  the 
Academy  Theater  was  obscene 
under  Utah  State  law.  He  asked 
that  a subpoena  be  issued  to 
temporarily  restrain  “Dolls”  from 
being  shown.  The  city,  through 
Ellis,  also  filed  for  a preliminary 
injunction  against  NGC,  the 
national  film  distributing 
company  which  serves  the 
Academy  Theater,  and  Nolan 
Hartley,  the  manager  of  the 
theater,  for  continuing  to  show 
the  film  after  being  warned  to 
stop  exhibition. 

Order  Granted 

Judge  Nelson  granted  both  the 
restraining  order  and  the 
injunction  at  10  a.m.  Friday.  A 
hearing  at  which  the  judge  will 
view  the  film  was  set  for  Aug.  7 at 
10  a.m.  In  an  interview  Friday, 
Academy  manager  Hartley  said 
that  the  film  would  not  be  shown 
during  the  weekend.  This  was  in 


compliance  with  the  restraining 
order  which  he  received  at  12:15 
p.m.  Friday.  Further  moves  on 
the  behalf  of  the  theater.  Hartley 
stated,  would  depend  on  NGC 
attorneys  in  California,  to  whom 
the  case  has  been  turned  over.  As 
of  press  time,  the  theater  manager 
still  had  not  heard  from  NGC 
attorneys.  The  film  cannot  be 
shown  until  these  attorneys  have 
the  restraining  order  lifted. 

City  Attorney  Ellis  said  in  an

Maxwell  Speaks 
To  Officals 

Neal  Maxwell  told  admissions 
officials  Thursday  that  “how  a 
college  or  university  goes  about 
selecting  a student  body  is  . . . the 
real  measure  of  the  genius  or  spirit 
of  the  place.” 

Speaking  before  the  Workshop 
in  Comprehensive  Admissions, 
attended  by  administrators  from 
colleges  in  1 1 states.  Maxwell, 
LDS  Church  Commissioner  of 
Education,  recounted  four  things 
he  said  he  had  learned  “at  great 
pain”  as  an  administrator. 

The  first  point  was  that  “the 
human  sense  of  territory  or 
domain  and  the  need  to  maintain 
boundary  lines  . . . within  a 
bureaucracy,  are  much  more 
profound  than  most  of  us  are 
willing  to  admit.” 

Maxwell  told  the  administrators 
that  “students  experience  an 
institution  . . . very  differently 
than  those  of  us  who  plan  for  the 
students’  welfare  realize.” 

“One  wonders,”  he  elaborated, 
“if  higher  education  has  not  been 
too  loathe  to  do  what  business 
does— hire  individuals  ...  to 
experience  our  system  first-hand 
with  the  resultant  feedback  that 
can  keep  us  up  against  our  stated 
goals.” 

Despite  movements  to  change 
the  university  power  structure, 
“Individuals  like  you  and  me, 
who  . . . function  within  the 
system,  still  have  a better 
opportunity  to  reform  the  system 
rationally  than  others  do,  because 
we  have  more  influence  . . . and 
because  we  have  a hold  on  the 
two  levers  of  power-dollars  and 
data,”  he  said.

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Meet  Utah’s  Candidates  \\

(Editor’s  Note:  This  article  is 
the  second  in  a series  to  acquaint 
readers  of  The  Daily  Universe 
with  the  candidates  from  Utah  for 
the  U.S.  Senate  and  the  U.S. 
House  of  Representatives  from 
Utah’s  First  Congressional 
District.  Views  on  critical  issues 
will  be  presented  from  candidates 
of  all  three  political  parties.) 

Gxmn  McKay  is  vyirig  for  the 
Utah  Democratic  party 
nomination  for  U.S.  Congress 
from  the  First  district  against  J. 
Keith  Melville.  In  the  July  18 
state  Democratic  convention,  he 
tolled  318  delegate  votes  to 
Melville’s  294,  less  than  the 
required  70  per  cent  to  capture 
the  nomination. 

He  must  therefore  face  Melville! 
in  a September  18  primary  fight. 
If  McKay  captures  the  nomination 
he  will  face  Republican  candidate 
Richard  Richards  of  Ogden  and 
the  American  Independent  party 
nominee,  Daniel  L.  Worthington 
of  Salt  Lake  City,  in  the 
November  elections. 

McKay  says  that  his  strategy 
against  Melville  will  simply  be  to* 
present  himself  as  a qualified 
candidate  and  let  the  public 
choose  between  them. 

He  feels  that  choice  will  be 
made  on  the  basis  of  their 
backgrounds  and  their  stands  on 
issues.  He  points  out  however, 
that  “from  what  I’ve  heard  at  this 
point,  I don’t  see  that  he  and  I 
have  that  great  a difference 
policy-wise.” 

Melville  has  charged  that  McKay 
is  avoiding  issues.  McKay  replies, 
“issues  are  important  but  people 
need  representation  by  standards 
and  background  as  well.  1 see  no 
reason  for  us  to  debate  the 
issues.”  He  notes  that  once  a 
candidate  is  selected  then  he  will 
represent  the  party  and  should 
match  issues  with  his  opponent. 

In  reference  to  the  convention 
McKay  states  that  he  did  well 
when  one  considers  that  Melville 
has  been  a candidate  once  before 
and  therefore  already  had  control 
of  part  of  the  party  machinery. 
He  claims  Melville  benefited  from 
past  loyalties  since,  “delegates 
don’t  change  much  from  one 
convention  to  the  next.”  Even  so, 
McKay  asserts  that  the  delegates 
stated  a preference  for  him. 

Despite  Melville’s  talk  about 
issues,  McKay  says,  “The  problem 
for  the  party  is  picking  the  most 
likely  candidate  and  part  of  that 
problem  is  to  pick  a man  who  has 
the  background,  and  the  appeal  to 
the  public.  That  is  the  issue.” 

Campus  Dissent 

In  response  to  a query  by  this 
reporter,  McKay  gave  his  views  on 
certain  critical  issues.  About 
campus  dissent  he  emphasizes, 
“We  can’t  tolerate  destruction 
whether  on  the  campus  or  off. 
This  should  be  first  handled  by 
the  administration.  If  they  are 
unable  to  handle  it,  it  then  falls  to 
the  duty  of  the  city  or  county, 
whichever  the  case  may  be,  to 


follow  through  and  assist;  at  the 
request  of  the  university 
preferably.” 

“If  it  gets  out  of  control  it 
becomes  the  responsibility  of 
someone  in  whose  jurisdiction 
they  are,  to  enforce  the  law.  I 
agree  with  the  letter  sent  to  the 
University  of  Utah  by  Gov. 
Rampton  wherein  he  said  there  is 
a law  and  the  university  is  charged 
with  maintaining  that  law.  If  they 
are  not  able  to  do  so  then

someone  else  has  to  because  the 
Governor  is  charged  with  the 
maintainence  of  law  and  the 
protection  of  state  property 
(which  the  university  is).” 

Concerning  the  Vietnam  War, 
McKay  says  we  should  withdraw 
as  soon  as  is  feasible  while 
safeguarding  our  troops  and  our 
interests.  He  maintains  that  the 
biggest  problem  is  that  the  South 
Vietnamese  government  is  not 
stable  and  doesn’t  have  the  full 
support  of  its  people. 

He  further  states  that  United 
States  withdrawal  puts  pressure 
on  the  Saigon  government  to 
stabilize  the  situation.  He  says  this 
must  be  done  immediately,  yet 
immediate  is  not  something  that 
can  be  defined  in  days.  The 
administration  must  have  some 
latitude  and  some  control  over  the 
situation,  McKay  noted. 

McKay  points  out  his 
differences  with  President  Nixon 
in  this  way:  “He  keeps  saying  he’s 
going  to  Vietnamize.  I’d  like  to 
think  he  would  but  I think  what 
he’s  doing  is  just  broadening  the 
situation  in  the  Cambodian  affair. 
I don’t  think  he’s  helped  much  of 
anything  there.” 

When  asked  if  the  decision  to 
withdraw  is  a congressional 


decision  or  a presidential  one, 
McKay  answers,  “That’s  the 
decision  of  the  President  and 
those  who  administer  it  [the 
war] .”  He  also  says  that  it  is  the  i® 
decision  of  the  administration  and 
the  generals  as  to  how  to  i? 
withdraw  after  the  policy  has  to; 
already  been  set. 

Pollution 

On  pollution,  McKay  promises 
that  if  elected  he  will  “push  foi 
federal  minimum  standards  of 
acceptability  nationally  in  order 
to  protect  one  state  from  the 
standards,  or  lack  of  standards  of 
another  state.  This  would  be  the 
role  of  the  federal  government,  to 
move  in  as  a mediator  and  make  a 
co-operative  effort  with  the  states 
to  work  in  different  areas  of 
pollution.” 

About  legislation  on  birth 
control,  sterilization  and  abortion, 
McKay  points  out,  “I’ve  always 
stated  that  this  was  an  individual 
matter.  As  far  as  applying 
restrictions  on  a lawful  basis,  1 
wouldn’t  want  to  support  that. 

On  the  other  hand,  I wouldn’t 
want  to  make  lawful  the  forcing’’ 
of  the  situation.  At  present  in 
Utah,  we  have  laws  which  provide 
for  abortion  with  the  consultati<rt 
of  a physician  where  the  health  or 
survival  of  an  individual  is 
concerned.  I don’t  feel  that  1 
would  want  to  support  laws 
pushing  for  abortion.  I feel  this 
ought  to  be  left  as  an  individual 
matter.” 

McKay  was  bom  in  Ogden  in 
1925  and  reared  in  Huntsville,  in 
Weber  County.  He  served  in  the 
U.S.  Coast  Guard  during  the 
Second  World  War  and  then  spent 
two  years  in  England  as  a 
missionary  for  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Sainta.j 
During  the  years  that  followed,  he 
engaged  in  private  business  and 
farming  in  Weber  County. 

He  earned  an  Associate  Degre| 
in  Science  from  Weber  Stat4 
College  and  a Bachelor  of  Sciencf| 
Degree  from  Utah  State 
University.  He  then  taught  in  tht 
Ogden  schools  and  in  March  196® 
he  accepted  his  present  position  as’ 
Administrative  Assistant  to 
Governor  Calvin  L.  Rampton. 

McKay  has  been  active  in 
church  and  civic  affairs.  He  waS' 
elected  twice  to  the  Utah  Stat^ 
Legislat  ure  . serving  on  the 
Judiciary  Committee,  the 
Appropriations  Committee,  and, 
on  the  Legislative  Council.

En  Route  From  Germany 

New  Organ  For  BYU 


One  of  the  largest  organs  to  be 
installed  in  Utah— en  route  from 
Germany— is  expected  to  arrive  at 
BYU  the  latter  part  of  August. 

According  to  Dr.  J.J.  Keeler, 
head  of  the  BYU  Organ  faculty, 
the  three  keyboard  organ, 
constructed  by  the  noted  E.F. 
Walcker  Co.  in  Ludwigusburg, 
Germany,  will  nearly  be 
completely  installed  in  the 
Madsen  Recital  Hall  by  the 
beginning  of  the  fall  semester. 

The  organ  will  consist  of  three 
keyboards,  51  ranks  and  several 
thousand  pipes,  said  Dr.  Keeler. 
The  Tabernacle  organ  on  Temple 
Square  in  Salt  Lake  City  has  over 
150  ranks.

interview  with  The  Daily  Universe 
that  he  personally  thought  the 
film  was  “obscene.”

Among  those  complaining  were 
the  Provo  Police  Dept,  and  the 
Utah  County  Citizens  for  Decent 
Literature  and  Better  Movies,  as 
well  as  many  private  citizens. 

In  the  Provo  City  Corporation 
complaint,  Ellis  stated  that  he  had 
seen  the  film  on  July  23  and  felt 
that  “the  dominant  theme  of  the 
film  taken  as  a whole  appeals  to 
purient  interest.” 

Hal  Williams,  publicity 
chairman  of  the  Utah  County 
Citizens  for  Decent  Literature  and 
Better  Movies  group,  said  Friday 
that  his  group  applauded  what 
had  happened  and  “would  lend 
support  to  any  action”  that  might 
be  taken  against  the  showing  of 
the  film. 

Committee  Pickets 

Members  of  the  citizen’s 
committee  and  Williams  viewed 
“Beyond  The  Valley  Of  The 
Dolls”  on  its  opening  night  in 
Provo.  They  subsequently 
picketed  the  Academy  Theater  on 
Saturday,  July  25,  to  protest  the 
film. 

In  an  interview  with  The  Daily 
Universe  over  the  weekend,  Utah 
Attorney  General  Vernon  B. 
Romney  labled  the  district  comt 
move  as  “good.” 

He  explained  that  a similar 
action  was  taken  against  “Beyond 
The  Valley  Of  The  Dolls”  in  Salt 
Lake  last  week,  where  the  film 
was  not  closed  down,  but  where 
the  court  is  now  viewing  it  to 
decide  whether  or  not  it  is 
pornographic.

towards  classical  rather  than 
towards  romantic  music,”  said  the 
leading  BYU  organist,  with 
emphasis  on  Baroque  music.  He 
pointed  out  that  this  musical  style 
developed  between  1600  and 
1750,  which  was  the  Golden  Age 
of  Organ  Music,  lead  by  Bach  “the 
greatest  of  aU  organ  composers.” 

Dr.  Keeler  said  it  has  taken  15 
months  to  build  the  organ.  The 
200  year  old  E.F.  Walcker  Co. 
have  made  organs  for  all  parts  of 
the  world,  including  the  famous 
Boston  Musical  Hall  organ. 

Minor  accoustical  alterations 
have  been  made  in  the  Recital 
Hall  in  the  Harris  Fine  Arts  Center 
to  produce  the  ideal  reverberating 
atmosphere. 

Once  installed,  the  organ  will  be 
used  for  faculty  and  visiting  artists 
recitals,  including  a performance 
by  Flor  Peeters,  the  Belgian 
organist  who  is  considered  one  of 
the  world’s  foremost  and  most 
prolific  composers.  He  is 
scheduled  to  visit  BYU  December 
2.
